Chicago, March 22.-—All of the pack­ 
ers who wore indicted by the f* 4cral 
grand jury last sullener upon charges 
of being in conspiracy In restraint of 
trade and commerce w en during the 
day granted immunity from criminal 
prosecution 
tinder 
the 
Indictment. 
While Hie individuals are to go free 
tho indictments found against the cor­ 
poral ionsof which some of the indicted 
Individuals are members 
and others 
are employes are to stand. 
A decision to the above effect was 
handed down during the afternoon by 
Judge J. Otis Humphrey in the United 
States district court. 
The arguments 
In the case were concluded shortly af­ 
ter 3 o'clock and Judge Humphrey at 
once commenced tho 
delivery of his 
opinion, 
it was oral 
and the 
judge 
spoke for nearly an hour before giving 
the slightest indication 
of what the 
ultimate decision would 
be. 
He re­ 
viewed the case ai length in all its 
bearings, cited all the essential facts 
that had been 
brought out 
and con­ 
cluded as follows: 
“Under the law in this case the im­ 
munity pleas flied by the defendants 
will be sustained as to the individuals 
a ii«I denied as to the corporations, the 
artificial persons, and the 
jury will 
find iii favor of the government as far 
as Use corporations are concerned ami 
against the government as far as tho 
individuals are concerned.’’ 


Pleased the Defendants. 


During the rendition of the dec! don 
the 
court was crowded by 
tilt' 
de­ 
fendants 
and numerous 
spectators. 
Edward 
Mc.iris 
and Edward 
Swift 
were in court and both smiled happily 
when the decision was announced. 
J. 
Ogden Armour was not present, hut 
some of the men prominent in the em­ 
p l o y of Armour & Co., who were under 
Indictment, were there and their joy 
was great. When the judge announced 
that 
the indictments 
would not 
lie 
against them they crowded together 
and commenced to shake hands in mil- 
:ual congratulation. 
The attorneys for 
the 
defendants 
were 
also 
highly 
pleased and 
when the decision 
had 
been announced they shook hands all 
around and then hastened to the jury- 
box to shake hands with the jurors, 
who had been excluded from the court­ 
room during all of the arguments made 
In the case and who r< turned a verdict 
in accordance with the directions of 
the court. 
District Attorney Morrison, who has 
handled the case alone, with the ex 
copt ion of the arguftiPTit by Attorney 
General Moody, 
walked over 
to the 
jurybox and 
shook hands 
with the 
jurors. 
Immediately following the dismissal 
of the jury, District Attorney Morrison 
raised the question of the date for the 
trial of the corporations. 
He asked 
that the case bo set for trial and that 
it commence within two weeks. 
This 
mot with a storm of protest from at­ 
torneys for the packers, who insisted 
they would be unable to prepare for 
the case before the fall of the year. 


Lawyers to Agree Upon Date. 


After some discussion Judge Hum­ 
phrey directed that the lawyers agree 
among themselves upon a date and 
notify him of their decision next week. 
It is expected that the total number 
of witnesses in this trial when it be­ 
gins will number at least 1,600. Those 
for the packers will number 1,500 and 
the government will have IOO more. 
The court proceedings for the day 
were commenced by the argument of 
Attorney John S. Miller for the pack­ 
ers. 
He scouted the contentions of 
Attorney General Moody, saying that 
the 
defendants in 
the present 
case 
were entitled to immunity. 
Attorney Miller concluded his argu­ 
ment shortly after 3 o’clock and Judge 
Humphrey at once commenced speak­ 
ing from the bench, announcing his de­ 
cision. 
Immediately following the decision 
District Attorney Morrison said: 
“ I will not make any record now in 
regard to motions for new- trials or an 
appeal. 
I do not know whether I am 
entitled to an appeal or not, I shall 
have to ask time to look it up." 
“We ask for judgment 
on the ver­ 
dict.’’ said 
Attorney Miller, 
“and I 
make a formal motion that the defend­ 
ants, the individuals, he discharged." 
VT “Thlit is allowed,’’ said Judge Hum­ 
phrey. 
“They are discharged.

Indianapolis, March 22.— The joint 
Beale committees of tho Joint confer­ 
ence of tile coal operators aud miners 
of the Central competitive and South­ 
west districts were in session almost 
the entire day, hut nothing was ac­ 
complished 
toward 
arriving at 
an 
agreement. 
The committee of the Central corn 
pet Rive field, composed of Illinois, In­ 
diana, Ohio and Pennsylvania, devoted 
Its sessions to discussion of the 111 
nois shot-firers law, which the opera­ 
tors of that state claim unjustly dis­ 
criminates .against them, as it adds an 
additional expense of from two to ten 
cents on each ton of mined coal. 
The 
miners’ representatives 
on the com­ 
mittee refined to make any declara­ 
tion upon the subject and asked for a 
recess until morning that they might 
caucus. 
Their caucus was devoted to discus­ 
sion as to the b<"d means of getting 
the argument in tho joint committee 
away from the shot-firers proposition 
and getting before the committee the 
general proposition of wages, run of 
mine basis, differential and other m at­ 
ters contained in the demands made 
by them in the former 
joint confer­ 
ence, which adjourned 
Feb. 2. 
They 
regard tiles-* proposition as more im­ 
portant and desire that - they should 
be settled first. 
These demands were 
placed before the joint committee dur­ 
ing the day as bases for argument and 
no other proposition or motion was 
made during flu* day. 
The committees of both districts will 
report to their 
several 
joint confer­ 
ences as soon as 
they reach a defl 
nile understanding. 
Any agreement 
reached must be ratified by these sev­

conferences,

Lawson or any other 
person or com­ 
mittee. 
The* most 
important amend­ 
ment provides that no proxy executed 
prior to Sept. 15 next will be valid or 
can be voted at the reorganizing elec­ 
tion. which the bill sets for Nov. 15. 
It was stated that the amending and 
reporting of the bill were at Hie in­ 
stance of the investigating committee 
on insurance. 
It is said 
upon reliable 
authority 
that the reason for the pushing of this 
particular bill is Hie fact that the ('lec­ 
tion of trustees of the New York Life 
Insurance company would take place 
on April ll, and it is the desire of the 
committee that there may he no ques­ 
tion that tin* election shall be among 
those postponed by the act. 
According to the same authority, 
the amend. <1 bill will he reported also 
in tin s e n a te during the day in behalf 
of the Armstrong committee, and the 
effort will De to press the Iii 11 to pass­ 
ive with all possible speed so that it 
may he enacted 
and placed 
in the 
hands of Governor Higgins early next 
week. 
The bill affects “eve’W domestic mu­ 
tual life insurance corporation whether 
incorporated by a special act or under 
a general law,” and provides that tile 
annual election of (-very such company 
which under 
its charter 
or by-laws 
would be held “hereafter and prior to 
Nov. 15, 1906." shall be postponed and 
held on that date. 
All present direr 
tors shall hold office until then, and 
until their successors are elected. 
Tile elections are to be held under 
the supervision of the 
state depart­ 
ment of insurance, which is to appoint 
in each case at least three policyhold­ 
ers to act as inspectors of the election. 
The amendments do not include the 
suggestion of Andrew Hamilton that 
present directors and tiustees should 
be disqualified for re-election for one 
year,

Con gr ess Can no t Regulate Life Insur 
ance Companies. 
Washington, March 22.—That there 
is no constitutional authority for fed­ 
eral control of insurance or other state 
corporations, other than railroads, is 
to be the conclusion reported to the 
house by the judiciary committee. Tho 
report has been drafted by Chairman 
Jenkins of the committee and is now 
in the hands of members of the com­ 
mittee for their perusal. 
An inoffi­ 
cial poll of the members of tin* com­ 
mittee* indicates that with practically 
no exception they concur 
in the cor­ 
rectness of this conclusion. 
The re­ 
port of Mr. .Jenkins may therefore he 
taken as the basis of the answer the 
committee is to make to the house in 
compliance with the 
instructions of 
that body. 
The report collates all of the impor­ 
tant court decisions on the questions 
involved, treats each exhaustively and 
reduces the whole problem to these 
two principles. 
“The supreme 
court of he 
United 
States has 
declared and has 
never 
been shaken or weakened in maintain­ 
ing, first, that insurance is not com­ 
merce, and second, that congress can 
not impair the police powers of the 
states,” 
The report predicts direful results 
if congress takes a hand in the insur­ 
ance matter.

County Superintendent Wilson Has 


Entered Crow Win# County 


in School Crop Contest 


COMMERCIAL CLUB TAKES HOLD 


Appoint a Commit tee to Raise 


Funds to Pay Prizes in the 


County Contest 


The state agricultural college is or 
ganizing a system of state and county 
pupils contests in raising the three 
staple grains, oats, wheat and corn. 
It 
is the desire of the college officials to 
have contests in as many of the coun 
ties of the state as possible, and then 
have tho winners contest for the state 
prizes. The last legislature appropri 
ated 83,OOO for the prizes in the state 
contest, but the prizes in the county 
contests must be raised from other 
sources. 
Supt. Wilson agreed to enter 
Crow Wing county schools in tho state 
contest and has succeeded in interest 
ing the Brainerd Commercial club in 
the matter with the result that a com­ 
mittee of which Attorney A. T. Farson 
is chairman was appointed to raise 
funds fortho county contest. The c o m ­ 
mittee has succeeded so far that Supt. 
Wilson is now working on the matter 
and is getting out circulars to send to 
school officers, teachers and patrons. 
The county contest, which will bo 
held in Brainerd some time during the 
month of December, TOOD, will be open 
to all pupils 
enrolled in the rural 
schools Crow Wing county. Ten prizes 
will He given on each of tho three 
grains. The prizes will be $3.;>0, $3.25, 
33.00, $2.75, 82.50, 82.25, $2.00, 81.75, 81.50 
and $1.00 in each grain. 
In addition 
Mr. Wilson has the promise of several 
valuable prizes to be given by Brainerd j 
businessmen. 
'Tho winners of the first, 
second and third prizes in the county | 
contest will be eligible to entry in the j 
state contest. 
In addition the North­ 
ern Pacific railroad Co. has offered free 
round trip tickets to the state exhibit 
at St. Paul in January, 1007, to the 
winners of the first prize in each grain. 
In the county contest the exhibits 
from each school 
district 
will 
be 
grouped together. 
The judging of the 
exhibits will be done by experts from 
the state agricultural 
college, 
thus 
guaranteeing expert judging and per­ 
fect impartiality. 
Mr. Wilson slates he has some seed 
corn donated for the contest by a lead­ 
ing Minnesota seed house which ho will 
distribute freo while it lasts. 
'Tho state 
farm at Grand 
Rapids also has some 
fine seed that can bo secured. 
Each 
contestant is at liberty to choose his 
seed from whatever source ho wishes. 
While assistance in the manual labor of 
cultivation may be had from tho older 
relatives or friends of tho contestants 
the work must be done under the con 
testant’s supervision and planning. 
It is hoped that these contests, in 
which nearly every county of tho state 
has signified it» intention of participat­ 
ing, will, through the children, interest 
the parents in the work of improving 
the crop output both in quality and 
quantity. 
Pupils enrolled, but not attending 
school, can make their entries direct to 
Superintendent Wilson and he will be 
glad to send circulars and other infor 
mation to all asking.
